A T JO H N S T O W N TO -D A Y .

J o hn s t o w n , Pa., J une 11.— This is the 
last day fo r clearing aw ay the effects o f the 
flo o d by the civil autho rities. 
To -mo rro w 
the State w ill take ho ld o f the stupendo us 
wo rk o f resto ring the valley to its co nditio n 
befo re the flo o d and all wo rk do ne after to ­ 
day w ill be uurtcr the supervisio n o f A dju­ 
tant-General Hastings. 
A fter 12 days o f 
almo st superhuman wo rk by the arm y o f vo l­ 
unteers the Slate w ill assume its pro per place 
in the w o rk and do w hat every citizen o f this 
C o m m o nwealth has kno wn fo r days to be its 
duty. 
T he weary and dreary successio n o f 
rainy days since the flo o d co ntinues and day 
bro ke am idst a drizzling raiu, w reck and ruin 
o ver all. 
• 
W ith but a single exceptio n every day liere 
since the deluge has o pened with rain, but 
while the rain has made the w o ik disagree­ 
able it, has had so me go o d results. 
But. fo r 
the alm o st co ntinuo us rains the river at this 
po int w o uld have beco me to o lo w and shal­ 
lo w to flo at away the d eb ris that is fast being 
lo o sened and thro wn into the river. 
The 
co ntinued full stream has rendered the wo rk 
o f getting the wreckage away fro m the sto ne 
bridge 
much 
less 
arduo us 
and 
much 
mo re 
speedy. 
Again 
the 
rain 
has served to co o l the air and temper the ho t 
rays o f a J une sun. 
Had there been such 
weather as prevailed yesterday afterno o n, ho t 
and exhausting, it is believed by m any that 
it w o uld have been im po ssible to co ntinue 
the wo rk o f searching fo r the dead. 
Even 
as it is, the fuuies arising fro m tlie deco m ­ 
po sing bo dies o f perso ns and 
animals are 
mo st o ffensive and at tim es alm o st o ver­ 
po w ering. So no ticeable has this beco me that 
each gang o f men searching fo r the dead car­ 
ries quantities o f disinfectants and when a

the

wo rk, 
w hich o therwise wo uld be unbearable, is less 
o ffensive.

tio ns and directio ns the dead are being fo und. 
Num bers o f bo dies are no w co m ing to the 
surface o f the water, and tho se who se wo rk 
has made them co m petent judges say as 
many m o re bo dies as have been fo und are 
lying so m ewhere,

places bo dies are ho urly being fo und, and 
where this will end no

—This is the 
last dav for clee ring away the effects of the 
Hood by the civil authorities. 
To-morrow 
the Stale will lake hold of the stupendous 
work of restoring the valley to lls condition 
before the Hood and all work done after to­ 
day will be under Hie supervision of Adju- 
tnnt-Genernl Hastings. 
After 12 days of 
almost superhum an work by the arm y of vol­ 
unteers th** State will assume its proper place 
in the work and do w hat every citizen of this 
Commonwealth has known for days to be its 
duty. 
The weary anil dreary succession of 
rainy days since the flood continues and day 
broke amidst a drizzling rain, wreck and ruin 
over all. 
• 
With but a single exception every day here 
since the deluge lins opened with rain, hut 
while the rain bas made the woik disagree­ 
able it has had some good results. 
But for 
the almost continuous rains the river at this 
point would have become too low aud shal­ 
low to float away the debris that is fast being 
loosened and thrown into the river. 
The 
continued full stream has rendered the work 
of getting the wreckage away from the stone 
bridge

Yesterday he received requests from 
72 gentlemen to go upon the bond, and had 
heard from thirty more. This action of the 
Governor will save an extra session of the

T h e H orror of the Situation H as 


Not Diminished. 
THE STATE TO TAKE CHARGE 


HE GOLDEN STREAM. 


EN ERAL TELEGRAPH NEWS 


AT JOHNSTOW N TO-DAY. 
By Telegraph to Tbe Freeman. 
Jo h n s to w n , Pa., June 11.—This is the 
last day for clearing away the effects of the 
flood by the civil authorities. To-morrow 
tbe State will take hold of the stupendous 
w ork of restoring the valley to its condition 
before the flood and all work done after to­ 
ny will be uudcr the supervision of Ailju- 
tant-Genernl Hastings. After 12 days of 
almost superhuman work by the army of vol­ 
unteers the Stale will assume its proper place 
in the work and do what every citizen of this 
Commonwealth lias known for days to be its 
duly. The weary and dreary succession of 
rainy days since the flood continues and day 
broke amidst a drizzling rain, wreck aud ruin 
over all. 
• 
With but a single exception ever}' day here 
since the deluge has opened with rain, but 
while the rain has made tbe woik disagree­ 
able it, has had some good results. But. for 
the almost continuous rains the river at this 
point would have become too low and shal­ 
low to float away the debris that is fast being 
looseued and thrown into the river. The 
continued full stream has rendered the work 
f getting the wreckage away from the stone 
bridge much less arduous and much 
more 
speedy. 
Again 
the 
rain 
has served to cool the air and temper the hot 
rays of a June sun. Had there been such 
w eather as prevailed yesterday afternoon, hot 
and exhausting, it is believed by many that 
it would have been impossible to continue 
the work of searching for the dead. Even 
as it is, the fnuies arising from the decom­ 
posing ljodies of persons and animals are 
most offensive and at times almost over­ 
powering. So noticeable has this become that 
each gang of men searching for the dead car­ 
ries quantities of disinfectants and when a 
body 
is 
located 
tbe 
vicinity 
is 
thoroughly 
saturated 
with 
disin­ 
fectants. 
By this means the work, 
which otherwise would be unbearable, is less 
offensive. The horror of the situation lias 
not diminished hut rather grows. 
The 
search for the dead continúes and in all sec­ 
tions aud directions the dead are being found. 
Numbers of bodies are now coming to the 
surface of the water, aud those whose work 
lias made them competent judges say as 
many more bodies as have been found are 
lying somewhere, In many unexpected 
places bodies are hourly being fouml, and 
where this will end no human inind cau 
guess. At 7 o’clock the monotonous work 
began and 
as 
the 
day 
advanced 
the sun came out and the morning 
hours 
were 
hot 
and 
muggy. 
The 
tires 
that had been 
kindled 
among Ihe timber near the stone bridge were 
quenched by the raiu and the valley was 
tilled with steamy and ill-smelliug vapors. 
An exodus set in here to-day, which,before 
the day closes, will have reduced the numltcr 
of men now here by many hundreds. The 
willing aud hard-working volunteer laborers 
began to depart early this morning, and the 
train leaving at 8 a. M. took over 400 away. 
This is merely the beginning of the great out­ 
pouring that w ill set in to-morrow, and many 
are leaving to-day to avoid the rush to-mor­ 
row.

One of the first things to be done by Gen­ 
eral Hastings will bo to discharge the 800 po­ 
licemen now doing duty here. Iu this con­ 
nection there is likely to be much grumbling 
and hard talk. It has been decided that they 
should not be paid out of the relief fund, but 
that the County, the Sheriff of which depu­ 
tized them, should pay for tlieir services. 
All the men émployed by Booth & Flynn 
will be paid off to-day and discharged and 
traaspoilation furnished for as many as do 
not wish to work for the State at $1.50 per 
d a y . .............................. 
A number of proprietors of stores are 
hurrying to get tljcir p]acpq of business in or­ 
der and open up. Already a nqmber l|aya 
done so and tliis lias done much to encourage 
others. A more cheerful and hopefuj feel­ 
ing prevails, and is daily increasing- 
The channel of the river above the stone 
bridge is being fast cleaned, anil while com 
paratively little impression has been made on 
the great mass of debris near the bridge the 
results along the channel are very marked. 
Notwithstanding this is the twelfth day 
since the flood most of the newspaper cor- 
lespondents are still without sleeping accom­ 
modations, and are sleeping in barns, brick 
kilns and other places without cots or blan­ 
kets. Cots have been sent them, they are 
told, but as they are too busy to

qué else gets them. The militia have 
cpt» and blankets as have ulso the laborers 
but llifl ppfrespondents, who are doing tbe 
hardest work’ for the outside world are 
forced to endure the greatest hardships. The 
supply of provisions Is improving and titear 
manage to get one and sometimes two fair 
meals a day. The provisions sent to this 
valley do not seem as yet to have reached tbe 
Hght places. A number of car loads of all 
kinds of supplies haye been scut to Morrell 
ville, and as there was no damage

A prominent citizen of Morrell 
ville said this morning: “ There is

WHAT BR OKE THE CON EM A UGH DAM? 


Prof. D. M. Ureetie, Director of the Hens, 
seiner Polytechnic Institute, discusses the 
construction of the Conemaugh dam in the 
Troy 
Timet. 
Prof. Greene’s position suf­ 
ficiently adv ertises the fact that he is v ery 
high and competent authority on the subject. 
And he does not join in the popular clamor 
against the owners of the dam as heartless 
wretches deserv ing the punishment of mur­ 
derers. 
After discussing dams in general—dams for 
water power and dams for storage, to the lat­ 
ter class of which the Conemaugh reserv oir 
telonged—lie says there are three essential 
requisites for such a dam. First, the v olume, 
mass and formation should be such as to ef. 
fectually resist the pressure of the water; 
second, the dam should be imperv ious to the 
water; third, there should be at oue end a 
waste or spillway, of suiHcient capacity to 
discharge the largest v olume of water which 
can by any possibility reach it. 
He then proceeds to examine whether these 
conditions are fulfilled. 
First, the dam was 
20 feet wide on top, its slope on the water 
side was 2 t o i —two feet horizontal to one 
foot v ertical; on the other side the slope was 
l i to 1. 
Its height was about 72 teet. These 
dimensions and these slopes show that the 
dam, ev en if entirely of earth, hud ample abil­ 
ity to resist the pressure. 
The first condi­ 
tion is satisfic'd. 
The second condition, tightness, he thinks, 
was also fulfilled, because if it had not l>eeu 
the dam would hav e been destroyed long 
ago. 
If it had ev er leaked seriously the leaks 
must hav e been effectually stopped by proper 
means. 
Hay, straw and stable manure are 
proper materials for stopping leaks iu dams, 
and if cov ered with earth they form a tight 
dam. 
The third condition relates to ampleness of 
spillway. 
The spillway to the Conemaugh 
dam was cut through the solid rock to such a 
depth that originally the water could waste 
through it to a depth of three feet before rising 
to the lev el of the dam. 
Afterward the 
height of the 
dam 
was increased four 
feet. 
Then the water could How through 
the spillway to the depth of sev eu feet l>e- 
fore reaching the top of the dam. 
This rais­ 
ing of the height was in the direction of 
safety. 
Hence it was not from a v iolation of the 
first two essential principles that the break oc­ 
curred. 
The entire cause was the erosion or 
w ash of the water passing ov er a low place 
at the top of the dam. 
At a point near the 
centre the dam was a foot and a half lower 
than at the ends, so that when the water had 
risen to a height of fiv e and a half feet in the 
spillway it began to flow ov er the top of the 
dam. 
From the instant that the water be­ 
gan to pour ov er the top the dam was 
doomed; no human power could sav e it. 
Had the dam been lev el on the top and the 
centre as high as the ends, it is barely possi 
ble that the remaining depth of a foat and a

The defects, therefore, iu 
the mind of the j rofessor.av e two. The rising 
of the water to fiv e and a hulf feet in the spill 
way shows that the capacity of that outk 
was too small, and this was the fault of the 
constructing 
engineer rather than of the 
owners. 
The unev en height of the dam was 
the other defect. 
Prof. Greene saw the break in the feede 
of the Erie canal for the fifty mile lev el in 
1H52. 
When the water begau to flow ov e 
the top at a low point it was a tiny riv elet 
not bigger than his little finger. 
In a second 
it was as large as bis arm; then it was of the 
dimensions of a hogshead, and in a few 
minutes it was a rushing torrent that could 
not be checked.

quake, the cyclone, the av alanche, the ocean 
tempest and the flood. The Conemaugh dam 
burst because the rains that caused it were 
phenomenally and ov erwhelmingly 
great 
and could not be foreseen or prov ided against 


AN ILLOGICAL POSITION. 


Recent ev ents hav e not contributed to the 
happiness of the political Prohibitionists. On 
¡Saturday the New York Sun published an in­ 
terv iew with F. F. W heeler, Chairman of the 
Prohibition State Committee, iu which the 
following expressions appear: 
We h ave been beaten by th e treach ery of th e Re­ 
publican party in th e latt* proh ibition amendment 
contest in Massach usetts, New Hampsh ire, Mich igan 
a ad Oregon. If it h ad not been for th e perfidy of 
th e Republicans we surely would h ave carried th ose 
states.

Th e Republicans wotdd 
be ax treach eroua as th ey are about to be in Penn­ 
sy lvania, and th e amendment would be overwh elm­ 
ingly defeated. 
As the Republican party has nev er pro­ 
fessed allegiance to the political Prohibi­ 
tionists, it is hai-d to discov er where the 
charge of treachery applies. 
The Republi­ 
can party has stood firmly on its own con­ 
v ictions as to the best methods of dealing 
with the ev ils of the liquor trade, and has 
appealed to Prohibitionists to come and stand 
with it, not through promises of assisting iu 
some impracticable scheme, but simply be­ 
cause it was doing work that ought, beyond 
all question, to commend itself to ev ery sin­ 
cere temperance man. 
The defeat of Prohi­ 
bition in the states named by Mr. Wheeler 
was not from any treacherous motiv es to­ 
wards the Prohibilion party, but from a de­ 
sire to operate through a law better adapted 
to the condition and v iews of the people. 
It 
was a choice between Prohibilion and high 
license in ev ery state named. 
High license 
won, as it is sure to win in Pennsylv ania one 
week from to day, and for the simple reason 
that it is doing good and satisfactory work. 
Mr. Wheeler is a little unreasonable and 
Inconsistent in the declaration that his party 
docs not wish Prohibition submitted in this 
state next year. 
For years the Prohibition, 
ists abused the Republicans because they 
could not rally a sufficient v ote in the Legis­ 
lature to pass the amendment, some of their 
candidates hav ing been defeated in close 
districts by the exercise of the “ balance of 
power " held by the Prohibitionists iu fav or 


of Democrats. 
At last the amendment was 
passed, and it was supposed that the Prohi­ 
bitionists would be happy. 
But now we are 
told that they do not want it at all, from

The Prohibitionists rememlx-r the old Ab­ 
olitionists, and the irritation that they caused 
to the slav eholders by their constant agita­ 
tion. 
They made their enemies so angry and 
v indictiv e that they had to be put down by 
the sword and slav ery went down with them. 
But the Abolitionists nev er made themselv es 
allies of the slav eholders in order to prov oke 
the North into rebellion. 
Nowhere in the in­ 
terv iew has Mr. Wheeler a werd of condem­ 
nation for Gov . Hill and the liquor combina­ 
tion that keeps him in power. 
All his words 
of complaint and censure are for the Repub­ 
lican party. 
His party has made an alliance 
with the free rum party of Dav id B. Hill, in 
the ev ident expectation, through its help, of 
making the liquor trade so offensiv e as to 
breed a rev olution among decent people. 
The motiv e may be all 
right, but the 
logic 
is 
execrable. 
Dav id 
B. 
Hill's 
policy is strengthening the party of free rum. 
and will, if sustained a few years, make that 
party inv incible, cv eu if Prohibitionists are 
at last brought to their senses and forced to 
combine with the Republicans against it. 
Look at the great increase of applications for 
licenses in all the cities of the state, as re­ 
ported by the excise boards. 
The lower 
classes of dealers, driv en out of other states 
by high license laws, are coming in drov es 
and colonies to our cities and towns and set­ 
ting up their business. 
And when the out­ 
casts from elsewhere hav e all gathered into 
our state, decency and sobriety will be in a 
hopeless minority. 
AVe hope Mr. Wheeler and his partisans 
will yet see the propriety of uniting with the 
Republicans in the election of the Legislature 
next fall, and thus insure the submission of 
the amendment to the people in 189 0.

WHAT BHOKE THE CONEMAUGH DAM 


Prof. P . M. Greene, Director of the Hens 
selaer Polytechnic Institute, discusses the 
construction of the Conemaugh dam in the 
Troy 
Time*. 
Prof. Greene's position sui 
tioiently advertises the fact that he is very 
high and competent authority on the subject 
And lie does not join in the popular clamor 
against the owners of the dam as heartless 
wretches deserving the punishment of mur 
deters. 
After discussing dams in general—dams for 
water power and dams for storage, to the hit 
ter class of which the Conemaugh reservoir 
lielonged—lie says there are three essential 
requisites for such a dam. First, the volume 
mass and formation should be such as to cf 
fectually resist the pressure of the water 
second, the durn should be impervious to the 
water; third, there should be at one end a 
waste or spillway, of sutllcient capacity to 
discharge the largest volume of water w hich 
can by any possibility reach it. 
He then proceeds to examine w hether these* 
conditions are fulfilled. 
First, the dam was 
20 feet wide on top, its slope on the w ater 
side was 2 to I—two feet horizontal to one 
foot vertical; on the other side the slope was 
Ii to I. 
Its height was about 72 lect. These 
dimensions and these shales show that the 
dam, even if entirely of earth, had umple abd 
itv to resist the pressure. 
The first condi 
lion is satisfied. 
The second condition, tightness, he think 
was also fulfilled, because if it had not l>een 
the dam would have lieen destroyed long 
ago. 
lf it had evi r leaked seriously the leaks 
must have been effectually stopped by proper 
means. 
Hay. straw and stable manure* ate 
proper materials for stopping leaks in dams 
and if covered with earth they form a tight 
dam. 
The third condition relates to ampleness of 
spillway. 
The spillway to the Conemaugh 
dam was cut through the solid rock to such 
depth that originally the water could waste 
through it to a depth of three feet before rising 
to tile level of the dam. 
Afterword the 
height 
of the 
dam 
was increased four 
feet. 
Then the water could flow through 
the spillway to the depth of seven feet la* 
fore reaching the top of the dam. 
This rais 
Ing of the height was in the direction of 
safety. 
Heuce it was not from a violation of the 
first two essential principles that the break oc­ 
curred. 
The entire cause was the erosion or 
wash of the water passing over a low place 
at the top of the dam. 
At a point near the 
centre the dam was a foot and a half lower 
than at the ends, so that when the water had 
risen to a height of five anil a half feet in the 
spillway it liegun to flow over the top of the 
dam. 
From the instant that the waler be 
gat! to pour over the top the dam was 
doomed; no human power could save it 
Had the dam !>ccn level on the top and the 
centre as high as the ends, it is barely possi 
hie that the remaining depth of a foot and a 
hail in the spillway might have saved it. 
It 
would have provided for the storage ol 
52,272,000 
additional 
cubic 
feet 
of 
water 
liefore 
the 
flow 
over 
th« 
top could begin. 
The defects, therefore, iu 
the mind of the | rofeMor.are two. The rising 
of the water to five and a half feet in the spill 
way shows that the capacity of that outlet 
was too small, and this was the fault of the 
constructing 
engineer rather than of the 
owners. 
The uneven height of the dam was 
the other defect. 
Prof. Greene saw the break in the feeder 
of the Erie canal for the fifty mile level in 
1*32. 
When the water began to flow over 
the top at a low point it was a tiny rivelet, 
not bigger than his little finger. 
In a second 
it wits os large as his arni; then it was of the 
dimensions of a hogshead, and in a few 
minutes it was a rushing torrent that could 
not be checked. 
"The force of the water in 
such case* is wonderful. 
At first small 
particles of earth give way, but as the wash­ 
out continues to open a way for the water the 
current becomes irresistible.” 
In considering the subject, it is proper to 
re member that there are forces in nature, 
sometime* brought into 
sudden 
activity, 
against which the strength and ingenuity of 
man are impotent. 
Of these are the earth­ 
quake. the cyclone, the avalanche, the ocean 
tempest aud the florid. The Conemaugh dam 
burst because the rains that caused it were 
phenomenally and overwhelmingly 
great, 
and could not Ik* foreseen or provided against. 


AN ILLOGICAL POSITION. 


Recent events have not contributed to the 
happiness of the political Prohibitionists. On 
Saturday the New York Sun publisher! an in­ 
terview with F. F. Wheeler, Chairman of the 
Prohibition State Committee, iii which the 
following expressions appear:

The Republican* w orld 
be os treacherous os they ore about to be in Penn­ 
sylvania. and the am endm ent would be overw helm ­ 
ingly defeated. 
A* the Republican party has never pro­ 
fessed allegiance to the political Prohibi­ 
tionists, it is haiti to discover where the 
charge of treachery applies. 
The Republi­ 
can party bas stood firmly on its own con­ 
victions as to the best methods of dealing 
with the evils of the liquor trade, and has 
appealed to Prohibitionists to come aud stand 
with it, not through promises of assisting in 
some impracticable scheme, but simply be 
cause it was doing work that ought, beyond 
all question, to commend itself to every siu 
cere temperance man. 
The defeat of Prohi­ 
bition in the slates named by Mr. W heeler 
was not from any treacherous motives to 
wards the Probibilion party, but irom a de­ 
fire to operate through a law better adapted 
to the condition and views of the people. 
It 
was a choice between Prohibition and high 
license in every state named. 
High license 
won, as it is sure to win in Pennsylvania one 
week from to day, and for the simple reason 
that it is doing good and satisfactory work. 
Mr. Wheeler is a little unreasonable and 
Inconsistent in the declaration that his party 
does not wish Prohibition submitted in this 
state next year. 
For years the Prohibition, 
lata abused the Republicans because they 
could not rally a sufficient vote in the Legis­ 
lature to pass the amendment, some of their 
candidates having been defeated in close 
districts by the exercise of the “ balance of 
flower ” held by the Prohibitionists in favor 


of Democrats. 
At last the amendment was 
passed, and it wa9 supposed that the Prohi­ 
bitionists would be happy. 
But now we are 
told that ihey do not want it at all. from 
which

pretenses 
towards

Legislature 
The Prohibitionists remember the old Ab­ 
olitionists. and the irritation that they caused 
to the slaveholders by their constant agita­ 
tion. 
They made their enemies so angry and 
vindictive that they had to be put down by 
the sword aud slavery weot down with them. 
But the Abolitionists never made themselves 
allies of the slaveholders in order to provoke 
the North into rebellion. 
Nowhere* in the in­ 
terview has Mr. Wheeler a w*rd of condem­ 
nation for Gov. Hill and the liquor combina­ 
tion that keeps him in power. 
All his words 
of complaint and censure are for the Repub­ 
lican party. 
His party has made en alliance 
with tile free rum party of David ll. Hill, in 
the evident expectation, through its help, of 
making the liquor trade so offensive ns to 
breed a revolution among decent people. 
The motive may be all 
right, 
but the 
logic 
is 
execrable. 
David 
ll. 
Hill’s 
policy is strengthening the party of free rum. 
and will, if sustained a few years, make that 
party invincible, cveu if Prohibitionists are 
at last brougiit to their senses and forced to 
combine with the Republicans against it. 
Look at the great increase of applications for 
licenses in all the cities of the state, as re­ 
ported by tile excise boards. 
The lower 
classes of dealers, driven out of other states 
by high license law*, are coming in droves 
and colonies to our cities aud towns and set­ 
ting up their business. 
And when the out­ 
casts from elsewhere have all gathered into 
our state, decency and sobriety w ill lie in 
hopeless minority. 
We hope Mr. Wheeler and his partisans 
will yet see the propriety of uniting with the 
Republicans in the election of the Legislature 
next fall, and thus insure the submission of 
the amendment to the people in 1890.

WHAT BROKE THE CONEMAUGH DAM? 


Prof. D. M. Greene. Director of the Hen?, 
selaer Polvtecliuic Institute, discusses the 
construction of the Conemaugh dam in the 
Troy Times. 
Prof. Greene’s position suf­ 
ficiently advertises the fact that he is very 
higb and competent authority on the subject. 
And he does not join in the popular clamor 
against the owners of the dam as heartless 
wretches deserving the punishment of mur­ 
derers. 
After discussing dams in general—dams for 
water power and dams for storage, to the lat­ 
ter class of which the Conemaugh reservoir 
Ijelonged—he says there are three essential 
requisites for such a dam. First, the volume, 
mass and formation should be such as to ef. 
feetually resist the pressure of the water; 
second, the dam should be impervious to the 
water; third, there should be at one end a 
waste or spillway, of sufficient capacity to 
discharge the largest volume of water which 
can by any possibility reach it. 
He then proceeds to examine,whether these 
conditions are fulfilled. 
First, the dam was 
20 feet wide on top, its slope on the water 
side was 2 to 1—two feet horizontal to one 
foot vertical; on the other side the slope was 
14 to 1. 
Its height was about 72 teet. These 
dimensions and these slopes show that the 
dam, even if entirely of earth, liad ample abil­ 
ity to resist the pressure. 
The first condi­ 
tion is satisfied. 
The second condition, tightness, he thinks, 
was also fulfilled, because if it had not lieen 
the dam would have been destroyed long 
ago. 
If it had ever leaked seriously the leaks 
must have been effectually stopped by proper 
means. 
Ilay. straw- and stable manure are 
proper materials for stopping leaks iu dams, 
and if covered with earth they form a tight 
dam. 
The third condition relates to ampleness of 
spillway. 
The spillway to the Conemaugh 
dam was cut through the solid rock to such a 
depth that originally the water could waste 
through it to a depth of three feet before rising 
to the level of the dam. 
Afterward the 
height of the dam 
was increased four 
feet. 
Then the water could flow through 
the spillway to the depth of seven feet be­ 
fore reaching the top of the dam. 
This rais­ 
ing of the height was in the direction of 
safety. 
Ileuce it was not from a violation of the 
first two essential principles that the break oc­ 
curred. 
The entire cause was the erosion or 
wash of the water passing over a low place 
at the top of the dam. 
At a point near the 
centre the dam was a foot and a half lower 
than at the ends, so that w hen the water had 
risen to a height of five and a half feet in the 
spillway it began to flow over the top of the 
dam. 
From the instant that the water be­ 
gan to pour over the top the dam was 
doomed; no human power could save it. 
liad the dam been level on the top and the 
centre as high as the ends, it is barely possi 
ble that the remaining depth of a foat and a 
liaif in the spillway might have saved it. 
It 
would have provided for the storage of 
f)2,272,000 
additional 
cubic 
feet 
of 
water 
before 
the 
flow 
over 
the 
top could begin. 
The defects, therefore, iu 
the mind of the l rofessor.ave two. The rising 
of the water to five and a half feet in the spill­ 
way shows that the capacity of that outlet 
was too small, and this was the fault of the 
constructing 
engineer rather than of the 
owners. 
The uneven height of the dam was 
the other defect. 
Prof. Greene saw the break in the feeder 
of the Erie canal for the fifty-mile level in 
1852. 
When the water began to flow’ over 
the top at a low point it was a tiny rivelet, 
not bigger than his little finger. 
In a second 
it was as large as his arm; then it was of the 
dimensions of a hogshead, and in a few 
minutes it was a rushing torrent that could 
not be checked. 
“ The force of the water in 
such cases is wonderful. 
At first small 
particles of earth give way, but as the wash­ 
out continues to open a way for the water the 
current becomes irresistible.” 
In considering the subject, it is proper to 
remember that there are forces in nature, 
sometimes brought into sudden activity, 
against which the strength and ingenuity of 
man are impotent. 
Of these are the earth 
quake, the cyclone, the avalanche, the ocean 
tempest and the flood. The Conemaugh dam 
burst because the rains that caused it were 
phenomenally and overwhelmingly great 
and could not be foreseen or provided against 


AN ILLOGICAL POSITION. 


Recent events have not contributed to the 
happiness of the political Prohibitionists. On 
Saturday the New York Sun published an in­ 
terview with F. F. Wheeler, Chairman of the 
Prohibition State Committee, in which the 
following expressions appear: 


W e have been beaten by tb e treachery o f the Re­ 
publican party in tbe late prohibition am endm ent 
con test in M assachusetts, N ew H am pshire, M ichigan 
and O regon. 
If it had not been for the perfidy of 
th e R epublicans we surely w ould have carried those 
states. 
I do not care to have a prohibition am end­ 
m en t subm itted to the people of N ew York State 
n ex t year. 
It is too soon. 
The R epublicans w oeld 
be as'treach erous as th ey are about to be in Penn­ 
sylvan ia, and the am en dm ent w ould be overw helm ­ 
ingly defeated. 
As the Republican party has never pro­ 
fessed allegiance to the political Prohibi­ 
tionists, it is hai-d to discover where the 
charge of treachery applies. 
The Republi­ 
can party has stood firmly on its own con­ 
victions as to the best methods of dealing 
with the evils of the liquor trade, and has 
appealed to Prohibitionists to come and stand 
with it, not through promises of assisting in 
some impracticable scheme, but simply be­ 
cause it was doing work that ought, beyond 
all question, to commend itself to every sin­ 
cere temperance man. The defeat of Prohi­ 
bition in the states named by Mr. Wheeler 
was not from any treacherous motives to­ 
wards the Prohibition party, but from a de­ 
sire to operate through a law better adapted 
to the condition and views of the people. 
It 
was a choice between Prohibition and high 
license in every state named. 
High license 
won, as it is sure to win in Pennsylvania one 
week from to day, and for the simple reason 
that it is doing good and satisfactory work. 
Mr. Wheeler is a little unreasonable and 
inconsistent in the declaration that his party 
does not wish Prohibition submitted in this 
state next year. 
For years the Prohibition, 
ists abused the Republicans because they 
could not rally a sufficient vote in the Legis­ 
lature to pass the amendment, some of their 
candidates having been defeated in close 
districts by the exercise of the “ balance of 
power ” held by the Prohibitionists in favor 


of Democrats. 
At last the amendment was 
passed, and it was supposed that the Prohi­ 
bitionists would be happy. 
But now we are 
told that they do not want it at all. from 
which

is

that 
they 
have 
been 
guilty 
of 
false 
pretenses 
towards 
the 
Legislature 
The Prohibitionists remember the old Ab­ 
olitionists, and the irritation that they caused 
to the slaveholders by tbeir constant agita­ 
tion. 
They made their enemies so angry and 
vindictive that they had to be put down by 
the sword, and slavery went down with them. 
But the Abolitionists never made themselves 
allies of the slaveholders in order to provoke 
the North into rebellion. 
Nowhere in the in­ 
terview has Mr. Wheeler a word of condem­ 
nation for Gov. Hill and the liquor combina­ 
tion that keeps him in power. 
All his words 
of complaint and censure are for the Repub­ 
lican party. 
His party has made an alliance 
with the free rum party of David B. Hill, in 
the evident expectation, through its help, of 
making the liquor trade so offensive as to 
breed a revolution among decent people. 
The motive may be all right, but the 
logic 
is 
execrable. 
David 
B. 
Hill's 
policy is strengthening the party of free rum, 
and will, if sustained a few years, make that 
party invincible, cveu if Prohibitionists are 
at last brought to their senses and forced to 
combine with the Republicans against it. 
Look at the great increase of applications for 
licenses in all the cities of the state, as re­ 
ported by the excise boards. 
The lower 
classes of dealers, driven out of other states 
by high license laws, are coming in droves 
and colonies to our cities and towns and set­ 
ting up their business. 
And when the out­ 
casts from elsewhere have all gathered into 
our state, decency and sobriety will he in a 
hopeless minority. 
We hope Mr. Wheeler and his partisans 
will yet see the propriety of uniting w ith the 
Republicans in the election of the Legislature 
next fall, and thus insure the submission of 
the amendment to the people in 1890. 
They 
will be surprised at the magnitude of the Pro­ 
hibition vote, if the amendment ever comes 
to a vote. 
David B. Hill is making Prohi­ 
bitionists of thousands who would prefer 
high license, but are resolved to take the best 
that they can get. 
But they ate going to be 
Prohibitionists for principle, not for revenue. 


BAR NUM'S SUCCESSOR. 


The members of the Democratic National 
Committee are gathering in New York, for 
the meeting at the Filth Avenue Hotel to­ 
morrow.

Confederate 
flags gracefully entwined above him. 
A 
truly representative Democrat is Brice. 
He 
is a man for emergencies because he is politi­ 
cally constituted to tit any hole. 
When Bar- 
uum was Chairman he bad couvictions on the 
tariff which bothered tiie Carlisles, Watter- 
sons and Millses. 
But Mr. Brice is not built 
that way, either intellectually or morally. 
He is “ all things to all men,” and withal a 
very bright and wide-awake politician.

A F r en ch W oitian w h o E n tertain e d M out­ 
h ers o f th e T w en tieth K eg iiu en t. 
The Old Twentieth Regiment left Rondout 
on a Sunday in 1861.

York City the soldiers spent the first night 
there in the old Centre market, sleeping on

The woman defined his thoughts, and Liking 
one of the bottles and placing the neck to her 
mouth drank the wine and said: “ No poi­ 
son. 
Drink ze 
vine.” 
The men hesitated 
no longer. 
The hostess said she had brought 
the wine from France. 
She conversed iu 
broken French for some time, when the late 
Dr. Abram Crispell, who was a surgeon iu 
the Regiment, asked her why she did not 
float the Stars and Stripes from her house. 
The woman's eyes flashed, and she ex- 
laimed; “ Ze Union I likes, hut ze house 
ill be burned if I hoists ze flag.”

It was afterwards learned that this 
French woman assisted Uncle Sain’s soldiers 
many times during the long struggle.

O p in ion s o f J u rors. 
By Telegraph to Tiie Freeman. 
H am ilt o n , Ont., J une 11.—The inquest 
into the cause of the railway accident at the 
“ J unction Cut,” on April 28, was concluded 
last night. 
It is the opinion of the jurors 
that the accident was caused by the breaking 
of the flange of the leading wheel of the en­ 
gine truck, which caused the train to leave 
the track, and that Ihe rate of speed at which 
the train was running had a great deal to do 
wilh the cause of the accident. 
The jurors 
recommend that on all curves with a switch 
ou the downward grade trains should not run 
at a greater speed than 20 miles an hour. 
The juror’s are also of the opinion that greater 
efforts could have been made to prevent the 
cremation of the 20 victims of the accident 
and suggests that the Government appoint a 
competent person to Inspect ail cases of acci­ 
dent in which there lias been loss of life be­ 
fore anything is removed further than may 
be necessary to rescue bodies.

A REMINISCENCE OF THE LATE WAR. 
A F rench Wonpin w ho Entertained M em­ 
bers of llie Tw entieth Regim ent. 
The Old Twentieth Regiment left Rondout 
on a Sunday in 1861. On arriviug in New- 
York City the soldiers spent the first night 
there in the old Centre market, sleeping on 
the hard floor, The next day they marched 
to the City Hall Park, where they remained 
for about eight days, when they crossed the 
North River to Jersey City and from there 
went to Annapolis, Mil.

The woman defined his thoughts, and taking 
one of the bottles and placing the neck to her 
mouth drank the wine and said: “ No poi­ 
son. Diink ze vine.” The men hesitated 
no longer. The hostess said she had brought 
the wine from France. She conversed iu 
broken French for some time, when the lute 
Dr. Abram Crispell. who was a surgeon iu 
tlie Regiment, asked her why she did not 
float the Stars and Stripes from her house. 
The woman's eyes flashed, and she ex­ 
claimed; “ Ze Union 1 likes, but ze house 
will be burned if I hoists ze flag.” The de­ 
tail left. It was afterwards learned that this 
French woman assisted Uncle Sam’s soldiers 
mauy times during the long struggle.

TH E NEWS OF TH E WORLD LAST NIGHT 
AND TH IS FORENOON. 


How a Kaunas Dunk was Bobbed — Bosnian 
Students Sent to Frisou for Siugiug Polish 
A irs—Cubans D esire Home B uie—Natural 
Gas at Saudy Creek. 


The steel ship Altmore, bound from Syd­ 
ney to San Francisco, struck a reef off Fiji 
Island on the night of April 22. The uttempt 
of a boat’s crew to make a lauding ou the 
shore wus prevented by the natives. The 
next day tlie Second Mate with several pas­ 
sengers, including a woman and four children 
with six of the crew, left in the ship’s life­ 
boat and cutter for the Island of Suva, 100 
miles distant. It is feared that they were 
drowned. As the Captain aud tlie remainder 
of the crew were stating for Suva they were 
sighted by a schooner and taken on board, 
with tbe exception of R. B. Turnbull, the 
chief officer of the Altmore, who was 
drowned. 
The method of robbiug the First Na­ 
tional Bauk of Atchison, Kansas, iu Sep 
tember, has been disclosed. A man entered 
tbe bank about noon, and telling tbe Cashier, 
who was alone, that some one wanted to see 
1dm outside, went behind tlie counter and 
helped himself to $28,000 in bonds and 
money. The matter was kept quiet, tlie hope 
being that the securities could be recovered. 
As was learned to-dav the hope was realized 
l ist March. The bonds were lmuded over in 
Denver by a go-between on terms not dis­ 
closed. 
The Prudential Committee of the Pilgrim 
Church at Dorchester, Mass., has telegraphed 
to the police of San Francisco to hold the 
man they have in charge there, who is sup­ 
posed to be the Rev, Charles II. Smith, the 
missing pastor, for identification. Mr. Smith 
lias been missing since March 9. On the fol­ 
lowing day his hat was found on tlie banks 
of the Charles liiver, and he was thought to 
have been drowned, but he has beeu seen in 
several places since. 
The Braziliau Government has declared 
lapsed the concession'granted to Henry Cum­ 
mins and others in 1883 to lay a telegraph 
cable from Clara, Brazil, to the United States. 
The Government will invite teuders for the 
construction of the cable, which will be re­ 
ceived at Rio and at the Brazilian Legations 
at Washington, London aud Paris until Oc­ 
tober 30 next. 
The new Jersey City charter lias been sus­ 
tained by the Court of Appeals, and tlie ap­ 
pointees of Mayor Cleveland have taken for­ 
mal possession of all tlie City offices and 
placed police nen on guard, and changed tlie 
iocks of the doors and safes. 
A third vein of natural gas was struck at 
Sandy Creek, N. Y., to-day, twice as large 
as the others, and having a pressure of 400 
pounds to the square inch. Where the gas 
has been piped and lit there are two flames 
burning 30 feet high. 
Ex-Senator Saliin’s application for a di­ 
vorce w'as made some weeks ago and has 
since been privately granted. Tlie ex Sena­ 
tor, it is stated, is still paving the expenses 
of his divorced wjfe iu an asylum at Flush­ 
ing, L. I. 
The Russian authorities have sentenced 41 
students of the Cracow University to throe 
days’ imprisonment and to pay a fine of 500 
florins, for singing Polish airs while on an 
excursion to Otkoff. 
A severe gale prevailed yesterday after­ 
noon at the mouth of the Thames. Much 
damage was done by the high tide. Traffic 
was almost suspended. 
J. C. Ayer & Company, of Lowell, Mass., 
have sued the Dominion Government foi 
$124,000 damages for an illegal customs seiz­ 
ure.

Opinions of Jurors. 
By Telegraph to The Freeman. 
H amilton, Ont., June 11.—Tbe inquest 
into the cause of tlie railway accident at tlie 
“ Junction Cut,” on April 28, was concluded 
last night. It is the opinion of tbe jurors 
that tbe accident was caused by the breaking 
of tbe flange of the leading wheel of the en­ 
gine truck, which caused tbe train to leave 
the track, and that the rate of speed at which 
tbe train was runuing had a great deal to do 
with tlie cause of the accident. The jurors 
recommend that on all curves with a switch 
ou the downward grade trains should not run 
at a greater speed than 20 miles an hour. 
The jurors are also of the opinion that greater 
efforts could have been made to prevent the 
cremation of the 20 victims of the accident 
and suggests that the Government appoint a 
competent persou to inspect all cases of acci­ 
dent in which there has been loss of life be­ 
fore anything is removed further than may 
be necessary to rescue bodies. 


The Condition of Affairs in Seattle. 
By Telegraph to The Freeman. 
Seattle, W. T., June Jl.—The town is 
rapldiy quieting down after the great lilaze 
of lust week. There are still many families 
who find their only shelter under tents, and 
bankers and merchants are opening up their 
busiuess in any place where busiuess is possi 
hie. The militia and special police patrol the 
streets, and no one without a pass is allowed 
within the burned district. Numerous at­ 
tempts at burglary have been frustrated, 
and one thief who was caught barely escaped 
lynching. Several murderous assaults which 
were made on merchants during the fire are 
now being reported. Although it is still im­ 
possible to correctly ascertain the loss of fife 
it is not generally believed that more than 
five persons perished. The suffering lias been 
alleviated by tlie arrival of bounteous sup­ 
plies which are being Li tributed. The bauk 
vaults have been uncovered and their con 
fents found to be uuiqjured.

R E C A L LIN G A S T R IK E . 
An argum ent was had in tbe m atter of tlie 
application made in behalf of the Slate A t­ 
torney General for leave to bring an action 
to dissolve the charter of tlie Atlantic-Ave 
nue Railway Company of Brooklyn, on the 
ground that it violated the laws of the State 
in failing to operate its lines during the 
strike of February last. 
It was claimed that 
for a week, on one portion of the line,and for 
a longer period of time on other portions, no 
ears were run, and tbe com pany then failed 
to provide accommodations for the public; 
also that it violated the 10-liour labor act of 
1887, which provides that tlie officers and 
company shall not exact more iban 10 hours 
labor in a day to be perform ed within 12 
consecutive hours except in case of accident 
or delay. 
John T. M cDonnougli. of Albany 
presented the application for the Attorney 
General. 
W illiam W. M cFarland, of Troy 
appeared for the Railway Company and op­ 
posed the motion on the ground of the strike 
claim ing that the employes became riotous 
and that the police could not afford sufficient 
protection to enable tbe com pany to operate 
its line in safety. 
He insisted that tbe At 
torney General in this application was actn 
ated by all the labor organizations in the 
country. 
Judge Edw ards intim ated that he 
was not sitting to try the m erits of strikes 
The Attorney General, beimr the highest 
legal official of the State, if, after investiga 
lion, be thought proper to bring such action 
the Court would hardly be disposed to deny 
his m otiou.
